The Friendship of Brothers and Sisters,
BY REV. W. R. ALGER,

Two of the most distingunished in the lon
roll of eminent astronomers are a brother an
sister—Bir William and Caroline Herschel.
The story of their united labors—how, for
thonsands of nights, side by side they sat,
and watched, aud caleulated, and wrote—one
sweeping the telescopic heavens, the other
assisting and neting down the resnlts—how
with one spirit and one interest they graw old
togethor, and illustrions together—their seve-
ral achievements both at home and in observa-
tories on strange shores to which they voy-
aged, always associated —with what affectionate
care she trained the favorite nephew who was
to burnish into still more eflalgent brightness
the star-linked name of Herschel—the story of
all this is full oi attractiveness, and forms one
of the warm and postic episodes in the high
old annals of soience.

The union of John Aiken and his sister
Lwtitia, afterwards Mrs. Parbauld, in life,
tastes, labors, was uncommonly close and
complete. The narrative of it, so warm, sub-
stantial, and healthy was it, leaves a pleasing
and invigorating influence on the sympathies
of those who read it. While Mrs. Barbauld
was tarrying at Geneva, her brother addressed
a lettar?n verse to her:—

"*¥Yet one dear wish still struggles 1n my breast,
And paints one darilng ohleol unpossessed,
How many years have whlried thele rapid course
Bince we, sole streamliets from one honored sonree,
In fond affection &8 in blooa sllled,
E-vn wandeéred devious from ench other's slde;
llowed to eateh alone kome transient view,
Hoarce long enough to think the viston true!
O then, while yet some rest of 1ife remains,
While transport yet can awell the beuting velns,
While sweet remembrance keeps her wonted zeal,
And fancy stlll retains some geninl hent,
hen evening bids each busy task be o'er,
Onoe let us meet agaln Lo part no more.'

The evening came. In the village of Stowe,
Newington, they spent the last twenty years
of their lives in that close neighborhood which
admitted of the daily, almost hourly, inter-
changes of hand and heart.

There was a friendship of great strength
between Goethe and his sister Cornelia. She
was only & year younger than her brother, his
mmpan{on in plays, lessons, and trials, bonnd
to im by the closest ties and innumerable
agsociations. While she was yet in the oradie
he prepared dolls and amusements for her,
and was very jealous of all who cams between
them. They grew up in such union that, as
he afterwards said, they might have been
taken for twins. The sternness of their father
drove them into the more conflding sympathy.
When be becwme a young man, and was ao-
customed to make Iréquent excursions, he

p:—"1 was again drawn towards home,
and that by a magnet which attracted me
nrou‘}y at all times: it was my sister.” Cor-
neiia had superior endowments of mind, graat
force and truth of character, but she keenly
felt her want of beauty, “a want richly ocom-

mgated by the unbounded confilence snd

ove borne to her by all her female friends.”

And yet, Goethe says, ‘‘When my connection
with Gretohen was torn asunder, my sister
eonsoled me the wiore warmly because she
felt the secret satisfaction of having got rid of
a rival; and I, too, conld not but feel a great
pleasure when she did me the justice to assurs
me that [ was the only one who truly loved,
understood, and estesmed her,”

At twenty Cornelia was married to one of
Goethe's intimate friends, Schlosser, and in
four years she died. In one of her brother’s
frequent allusions to her, this gtriking trait is
recorded:—‘'Her eyes were not the finest |
have ever seen, but the deepest, behind which
you expected the most meaning; and when
they expressed any affeotion, any love, their
ﬁhm’ wa# withont its equal.’ "In his auto-

iography, written long after her death, he
sayn:—''As | lost this beloved, incomprehen-
tible bo.ng but too early, I felt induvement
enough to piotnre ker excellence 1o myself,
and so there arose within me the conception
of & poetio whole, in which it might have beesn
ible 10 exhibit her individuality; no other
rm oould be thought of for it t that of
the Richardsonian romance. But the tumult
of the world called me away from this beauti-
ful and pious design, as it has from 80 many
others, and nothing now remaing for me but
to call up for & moment that blesged Bplrit, as
if by the aid of a magic wmirror.” r

A relation of & more absorbing character
than the foregoing existed between Jacobi and
his sister Lena. '‘For a long series of years, '
Bteffons writes, “‘she lived one life with her
brother, eéven ennobling and exalting him by
her presence. Sbe took part in all his studisg
all his controversies, and changed the st
sell-communiou of the lonely man lnto & long
conversation.!” There are many scconuts of
her minute carefuluess for him and wun-
weoarled devotion to him, Flwn by contempo-
raries. Sowe meke the picture & littls comic
from exoess of coddling, but all agree as to the
unfeiling and affectionate sincerity of their at-

Ernst and Charlotte Bohlsiermacher wers a
cholee and ever faithfnl pair of friends. The
life &nd letters of the great preacher, redently
published, reveal the full beauty and impor-
tance of this relation, Their ecorrespondence
is equally filled with the manifestations of
varied intelligence and of congenial feeling.
Sharing all their experience in aflsctionate in-
tarcourge, or in full and cordial letters, they
appeared thus to find their pleasures height-
ened, their perploxities cleared, their trials
alleviated. To this noble divine, 8o celebrated
for his profound scholarship, his enthusiastio
platy, his exalted, almost romantic sensibility,
and his herolo aims, Charlotte was knit by
aflfinities of character and lifs even more clogely
than by those of blood and name.

THE NAMES OF COINS.

At the present time, when the acts of tha
“Intervational Committea for a uniform our-
rénoy,” now sitting in Parls, excite so muoch
intorest in all parts of the world, and particu-
larly in the United States, perhaps a few
words in reference to the names of the coing
now or formerly in nse may be of interest.

The American dollar i8 derived (rom the
German “‘thaler'’ (literally, *Valley loce,”
the first thalers having been coined in Gos-
ohimsthal, in Bohemia, where thers are ex-
tensive silver mives). The same name is also
used in Sweden and Denmark, whers the unit
of currency is called o rixdale or royal dollar.
As for the sign or abbreviation of dollar (%),
authorities are divided as to its origin, but it
ig generally admitted that § was originally
written with the 8 on the U; but for the saks
of celerity it was cousidered to be expedient to
cbange the U to two strokes through the §,
which has remained the aocepted sign.

The American mill, cent, and dime, the
French centime and decime, the Italian cente-
gimo, the South American centaro, are terms
derived from the Latin, denoting the thou-
sandth, the hundredth, and the tenth part of
the unit of currency. When the Italian cities
were at the height of their power in the mid-
dle of the sixteenth century, their coins natu-
rally gpread over the world, and their names
were taken for the coing of many other coun-
tries; thus the world-renowhed Florentine
Jlorin (in Italian florino, so ealled from the
flower, the lily of Florence, being on the re.
verse of every coin) was adopted by the
French and English, who alse give the same
name to the German coin gulden—derived from
gold money. The Venetian sequin, in Italian
zecchino—from zecco, & mint—was adopted b
most of the Oriental countries with which the
Venetian merchants trafficked.

The Milaness ducat was taken into France
and Naples when the armies of these conntries
overran Milan. The Neapolitan carlino is a
small ooin, with the head of Charles on it.
The Roman sendo—in Frenoh—took ¢on its
name from the shield originally placed on this
coin,

Another Italian coin which spread ever
Europe was the Roman grosso, called in Eng-
land a grote, in France a gros, in Bremen a
grote, and still retained in I’russia and Saxony
as a little groat or groschen. The Frenoh sou
is avidenlly derived from the Italian solde, or
};inl-ma with which one can solde or pay one’s
debls.

The Hanseatic towns also furnished colus,
witness the mark, go called from the (lovern-
ment mark, that it was of good welght., The
schelling of Hamburg was adopted in England,
where it is called a siilling, and also by Den-
mark and Sweden, where they call it a skel-
ling.

Iﬁnny coins derive their names from the
marks or signs, printed on the reverse, and
retain the name although the sign may have
been disused. Thus, a voin which has a crown
on the reverse was called an feu in French, s
crown in English, A piece which has a cross
on it is called a kreuzer in Germany (from the
German word kreutz—a cross); although no
signs of a cross can be discovered on the
modern kreutzer.

The English “pound” was originally a
pound of money; but it has been gradually
reduced to its present form, and called a
“*sovereign,’ from the sovereign’s head being
on iis face.

In France, during the reign of Louis XVI,
there was a coin oalled a livre, or peund,
which the reiaubliu adopled as the unit of cur-
rency, changing the name to that of frane,
which it still retains.

When the Kingdom of Italy, and more re-
cently the Papal States adopted the French
system, they retained the old nama of [ivre—in
Itallan, /ira, and mads that the unit of our-
rency, #0 that the franc of Franee and the /iva
of Italy are of exaoctly the same valne.

The “Napoleon'’ or ‘‘Lonis’’ of the Frenoh is
simply & conventional name given by the
French to a twenty franc plece; in the same
manner as the Americans call a ten dollar
piece an **eagle,” and as the Prussians have a
“Frederick.” 'The Fuglish guinea derived its
name from the fact of the gold from which the
first gnineas were made eame from the Guines
Coast. The English farthing is so called from
its being the jourth of & penvy; the derivation
of the Bpanish cwario is the same, the owarto
being the quarter of & real or royal piece.

The names of the South American coins are
mostly of Bpanish or Portuguese origin; the
peso, or Reru, is a piece that weighs, from pesar
to weigh: the centaro 18 the hundredth part of
the unit of ourrenoy, and the rei of Brazil is a
royal plece. From the above-mentioned faots
it will be seen that the tendency of all nations
has been to zdopt the colns of other nations;
witness the groat whioh travelled from Italy to
England, France, and Germany.,

Sometimes the value was altered, for instance
there is & florin in Bavaria worth 40 American
cents, and divided into 60 kreutsers, whils in
Austria there is one of the value of 50 Ameri-
can cents, divided into 100 kreutsers.,

To give an idea of the dificulties & merchant
doing business with (iermany has to encountar,
it must be romembered that there are five dis-
tinet ooinages in nee in that country, namely; —
Prussiu and Saxony, who use thalers, worth
Tho,, divided inté 30 en; Hamburg
marks of 300, div into 16 sohillin gy
Bremen, with its groten, and Austria and
ml:n"il. before mentioned.

The Bahamsas formi & numerous group of
islands, cays, and rocks, lying on the east
coast of North America., There are 20 islands
661 eays, and 2387 rocks. 'The prinaipai
island is New Providenoe, the chisf town and
ort being Nassau. The population of the
gluhumm in 1861 was 80,287, inclnding whites
and free colored. The reputation of thia
island for its salubrity and the charms of its
clirnate, annually attracts to Nassau numbers
of invalids from the United Btates and the
PBritish Provinees. The mean temperature
during the winter months is 66 deg,

There is no Catholic churoh in these [slands,
which, in 1809, were placed by the Holy See
under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Charles-
ton. The Very Rev. Dr. Neligan, V. G., of
the Bahamas, is at present soliciting the alms
of the faithful to enable him to build a ¢hurch
at Nussaun, N, P., which will gerve as a meno-
rial ohurch to Christopher Columbug, and
afford the Catholics the consolations of onr holy
religion. The Rav. Doctor has met with much
success in his appeal to the generosity of the
Catholics in the British Provineces.
